Ford's cavalry and throe Hold pieces, drove 
back Barrett's command toward Briizos, 
with a reported Union loss of about seventy 
or eighty men klllotl, wounded, and missing. 
Thus the- last combat of the war, somewhat 
curiously, goes into tho record as a Confod- 
urato suocass. Howavor, in spite of all the 
threats and pledges to carry on tte struggle 
in Texas, wiser counsels prevailed, aud on 
tho 20tii day of May Kirby Smith, through 
his chief of stan", Lieut, Gen. Bucknor, sur- 
rendered his entire array to Canby. 


Theso historical reminiscences show tho 


difficulty of fixing upon any specific day as 
marking tlio ond of tho war. The difficulty 
ia increased by tho gradual process of re- 
duction m the Union armioa, a process ex- 
tending far Lo3'ond tho times when the last 
Confedorato troops woro assembled for pa- 
role. But a greater constructive extension 
of the war period was furnished by the vu^ 
rious agreements aud statutes ot the gov- 
ernment, eacb depending upon sucb definite 
phrases 
as "tho duration of hostilities." 


With tho downfall of tlio Confederate gov- 
ernment tho southern statai aoted inde- 
pendently of each other, and * process of 
military occupation and politicoiroconstruc- 
tion was undertaken in ouch, of them. Iu a 
war between two nations a treaty of poaca 
often furnishes tho historical dato for tho 
conclusion ot hostilities; but there was no 
treaty-making power at the south. 


By degrees congressional legislation bogan 


to refer to the war as thing of tho past, in 
such phrasoB as "tho lato insurrection;" yet 
more than a year passed after tho last 
Con- 


federate troops dlsbandod before tho formal 
olllcial announcement that this insurrection 
was over. At length such u proclamation 
was made by President Johnson, and there- 
after tbo judicial tribunals fixed upcai that 
announcement as tho true legal date of tho 
end of the war. Thus 4,bo adjutant gen- 
oral's office, in a letter to Gen, Carleton of • 
Feb. W, 1SS8. us™ thix expression: • "Tho su- 
premo court of tho United States has do- 
clciod that tho war ot tho rebellion closed on 
Aug. 
20, 1360, tho date on which the presi- 


dent issued his proclamation declaring the 
Insurrection at an end."

An unusual storm of wind and rain

committoo of city journalists wolcomod us, 
and taking backs \vo woro soon qaartorad at 
tho St. Charles hotel. This is ono of a. noted 
quintottu of time-honored hostolrios, 
tho 


other four being tho Tromont at Boston, tho 
Astor, at Now York, tho Eichango, aC 
Richmond, and tho Burnot, at Cincinnati^ 
Tho original St Charles was built in 1843 
and burned down iu 1851. 
It was rebuilt in 


1853, tho house and furniture costing $500,- 
000, aud it was. until the war, tho winter 
residence o£ tho' most wwltuy cotton and 
sugar planters of tho Quit states, who 
camo attouded by their slavo servants, and 
who used to spond thoir raonoy lavishly. 
Then camo tho war o£ tho rebellion, and tho 
St. Charloa was successively tho headquar- 
ters of thoso who woro tho gray and thoso 
who woro tho blue. 


Tho bar rocoipta at tlio St. Charles nro not 


one-fourth of what they were bcCoro tho 
war, thoro aro fewor drives over tho sholl 
road to enjoy breakfast at tho restaurants 
on tha shore of tho broad lake In tho rear of 
tho city, aud gambling is not so unblushingly 
carried on. But thoughtful-looking men, 
many of thorn with that oroct carriage ond 
determined stop only acquirad In uniform, 
aro to bosoou at tha exchange, or tho counting 
rooms or on tho broad sloping wharf dura 
which koeps tho XQssissippi river from ovor- 
ilowing the city, and on which aro stacks of 
sugar and cotton in shads with other mor- 
chandiso. 


Generally a river bcvnlc Hlopos down, but 


hero it slopos up, nnd tho surface of tho 
water is, I should judgo, throo foot abovo 
the lovol of tho Etrootu. On tho lovoo, as this 
embankment Is callod, is n. torriblo hub> 
bab. Carts and drays, each drawn by two 
mulos driven tandem, croak along under 
heavy loads or aro drlvon quickly when 
emp'.y. Flags of diltoront nations float from 
tho mast-hoads of tho ships In'tho river, and 
jolly tara aro to bo soon oujoylng taom- 
Eolvos on shore. Croups of business man 
couvorso with an animation and ft flexible 
intonation peculiar to tho Croolo>, who, by 
the way, nro tho nativo LTjIsIutians, tho 
descendants of tho oarly French settlers, 
who novor fancied being sold with thoir city 
by Xapoloon tho Great to tho Americans, 
aud who prido thomselvo? ou their descant 
as do tho Mayflower families oC Massachu- 
setts, or tho Virginians who traco back to 
Focahontas. 


Tho Plucu d'Armos, bfltwoon tho cathedral 


and tha river, r&calls tho citlos of Franco QP 
of Spain, with glorious oltl trees which 
Ehaclod Governor O'EeUly, that gallant old 
Eibornlan Castilian whoso chivalry has boon 
reproduced in his doscondant, tbo poot-edl- 
tor of Boston. Crossing thu square to wor- 
ship In tho cathedral, tho doors of which aro 
always open, ono tioos tho graceful Croolo 
domoisoUou, with tboir tropical faces and 
large, droamy eyes with long, silkou lasbos; 
coarser daraos, with their market baskets; 
old negro women, with their hoads orna- 
montod with Madron plnld handkcrcbiofs; 
poor man in rags and tatters; all turn- 
ins from tho busy, 
walks of 
Hfo to 


kneol before tho sacrod shrino, aud tboro to 
rapcat thsir Hail Marys and Paternosters, 
Ia this square, for many a yoar, a hugo old 
iron cannon was firod ovory nlgut, as a cur- 
few warning to all descendants of Africans 
that thoy must hasten homo, or thoy would 
bo locltoJ up in tho calabooso with tho mat> 
inul choice between fluo and Hogging. Thoso 
days have passod, but tbo cathodral bolls 
janglo tho quarter and half hours and strike 
tho hours, whilo tho old croolos cluster 
within their sound, and rarely reside whoro 
thoy cannot bo heard.

A tow of tho principal streets of Wow Or- 


leans aro paved with stoue, brought hero 
from a distance, but nearly all of thorn aro 
unpavod—mud stroots, they call them—and 
in tho winter they aro so raany series of 
quagmires. There can bo no soweragti ex- 
cept on tho surface, and oach side or tho 
roadwuy is bordered by a wide gutter with 
plank sides, in which is dirty, stagnant 
water, olton covered with a greon scum or 
divorsinod by small islands of garbage. 
Tho hot sun, shining on this floating fringo 
ot flltli, poneratos odors equal to thoso o£ 
tho city of Cologne, and suggests epidemics. 
1 uoticj in tbo newspapers, however, a 
movement for cleaning tho streets and gut- 
ters, and one broad uvonuo is now being 
covered with asphalt. The houses in the 
thiclily-inhabitod pnrfs of tho city nro gon- 
orally built o£ bnck, oacli ono having its 
broad, second-story pi.irch, or "gallery," 03 
thoy are called hen?.

Robert K, Loo. tho idol ot tho south, tho
